U.K. Economy Near Boom in October 


October was another generally good month for the United King- 
dom economy. There was evidence of an overall upsurge in activity, 
exports reached a record, and prices and wages were stable. 

The sterling area’s gold and convertible currency reserve fell. 

The value of exports topped £300 million ($840 million) for the 
first time; imports rose too but the trade gap was substantially reduced 


compared with September. 


The level of industrial output was 9 percent above the preceding 
year and it was clear that the revival was becoming widespread 
throughout the economy. Consumer goods industries were still booming, 
and the return of the steel industry to more than 90 percent capacity 
working pointed to a more general prosperity. Even private manufac- 
turing investment was being discussed with more optimism and there 
was some indication that firms might be increasing their plans for 


expanding their operations. 
Gold Reserves Fall 


The sterling area’s gold and conver- 
tible currency reserves feil by £93 mil- 
lion ($260 million) during October. The 
drop brought the total reserves at the 
end of the month to £1,080 million ($3,- 
025 million) which was the lowest figure 
since April 1958. 


The decline in the reserves was en- 
tirely due to special payments during 
the month. Otherwise there would have 
been a net raise of £3.5 million ($10 
million). The major special transaction 
was the repayment of $255 million of 
capital and interest to the Export-Im- 
port Bank, liquidating the loan obtained 
by the United Kingdom in October 1957. 
In addition £4.5 million ($13 million) 
was paid to European Payments Union 
creditors and £1 million ($2.8 million) 
to the European Fund. 

As October is a month when seasonal 
factors normally work against sterling, 
the small rise was satisfactory. How- 
ever, there was some discussion as to 
whether the normal demand for dollars 
at that time of year had been satisfied 
or merely postponed. It was thought 
that some dealers, expecting’ a Conser- 
vative victory in the general election, 
put off their purchases of dollars in the 
hope that sterling would react favor- 


ably to the election result. This view , 


was to some extent borne out by the 
fall of £18 million ($50 million) in the 
reserves that occurred in November. 
The most important factor, however, 
in this first fall in the reserves, apart 
from special payments, that had hap- 
pened for 2 years was the flow of 
short term funds to New York and 
Frankfurt. The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer told a questioner in the House 
of Commons that the drop should not 
cause any disquiet. “The underlying 
balance of payments position is satis- 
factory,” he said, “and the fall which 
has taken place no doubt largely reflects 
the movements of short term funds in 
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response to higher interest rates and 
tighter money conditions in other cen- 
tres.” The Government further demon- 
strated its confidence in what the Chan- 


cellor described as “the improvement 
in our external position” by announcing 
that Britain did not intend to apply to 
the International Monetary Fund for a 
removal of the standby arrangement 
which was due to expire on December 
21. The United Kingdom has now sur- 
rendered all the special aids provided 
to help sterling when the reserves were 
under pressure, particularly during the 
Suez crisis. » 


Record Exports in October 


Exports from the United Kingdom in 
October at £306 million were higher 
than in any previous month and passed 
the £300 million mark for the first time. 
As a result the visible trade deficit fell 
to £39.6 million, the smallest gap since 
May. 

Imports in October were also up and 
were £360.2 million compared with 
£330.1 million in the previous month 
and £325.4 million a year before. 


The Board of Trade’s seasonally ad- 
justed figures showed that October ex- 


ports were £303 million compared with © 


£278 million in September, while im- 
ports in the same period rose from 
£338 million to £354 million. United 
Kingdom exports in the 3 months 
August to October were 3% percent 
more than in the preceding 3 months; 
after allowing for seasonal fluctuations. 
On the same basis, imports were 4 per- 
cent up. During the first 10 months of 
the year, exports, seasonally adjusted 
were 4 percent more than the average 
for the year 1958, while imports showed 
a rise of 5 percent. 

Exports to the United States were 
£32.3 million in October, compared with 
£29.2 million the month before and 
£26.2 million a year earlier. In January- 
October shipments to the United States 


were 37 percent more than in the same 
period of 1958; in the 2 months Septem- 
ber and October the rise over last year 
was 26 percent. 


The detailed trade figures for Sep- 
tember and October together showed 
that, analyzed by area, the 10 percent 
increase in exports compared with the 
same months of 1958 was mostly due 
to larger shipments to the United 
States. However, exports to all the main 
areas showed some increase; exports to 
the sterling area were 2 percent up al- 
though they had previously been run- 
ning below the 1958 level. The 9 per- 
cent rise in imports in the same period 
was also largely due to increased U.S. 
trade but the sterling area, Latin Amer- 
ica, and Western Europe all sent appre- 
ciably more to the United Kingdom. 


In the 2-month period there was a 
rise in exports spread over a very wide 
range of commodities, with machinery 
making the biggest ‘contribution. The 
main change in imports compared with 
a year earlier was 17 percent rise in 
basic materials and manufactures for 
further processing. 


On November 10, the President of the 
Board of Trade announced the setting 
up of an exports publicity council under 
the chairmanship of the Minister of 
State at the Board of Trade. The Coun- 
cil’s function is to review and advise 
on oversea publicity for British exports 
with the object of expanding trade. 
The membership of the Council will in- 
clude representatives from the inter- 
ested Government departments as well 
as a distinguished list of people con- 
nected with industry or advertising. 


Production at New Record Level 


The seasonally adjusted index of in- 
dustrial production’ was estimated at 
114-115 (1954—100) in October com- 
pared with 114 in September and 105 in — 
October 1958. The level of output was 
therefore about 9 percent up on the pre- 
ceding year and running at an unprece- 
dently high rate. In the 3 months, Au- 
gust to October, the rise compared with 
the same period of 1958 was over 8 per- 
cent. 

Because no breakdown of the produc- 
tion index was obtainable, the October 
figure was of no direct help in assessing 
the two trends’ currently attracting 
much attention—the expansion of the 
capital goods trades and the possible 
leveling off in demand for consumer 
durables. It was generally agreed, how- 
ever, that the rise was too substantial 
to be due only to consumer demand 
and this view was borne out by the 
October steel production figures. The 
steel industry was working at 92 per-

Mexico's Trade Position Improves 
In January-September 1959 Period 


Mexico’s trade balance was improved in the first 9 months of 1959, 


as imports dropped and exports rose. 


creased. 


Short-term foreign assets in- 


The financial responsibilities of the Government were centralized 
in the Treasury Department, and powers of officials were defined. A 
study shows that 8 of the 71 largest industries and banks in Mexico 
are controlled by foreigners. A new aluminum smelter will be estab- 
lished in Vera Cruz State, and a metal processing plant will be located 
in Tabasco State. There were heavy losses in winter vegetable crops, 
but the main crop harvest was very good. 


Trade Deficit Reduced 

Mexico’s foreign trade for the first 9 
months of 1959 showed a reduction in 
imports from $876.7 million in the first 


9 months of 1958, to $739.5 million in 
the same period of 1959. Exports, on 
the other hand, rose from $559.5 million 
in the first 9 months of 1958 to $590.9 
million in the same period of 1959, thus 
causing the trade deficit to decline from 
$317.2 million in the first 9 months of 
1958 to $148.6 million in the corre- 
sponding months of 1959. 

Mexico’s principal imports during the 
first 9 months of 1959 were machinery 
and spart parts. Automobiles, petrol- 
eum and derivatives, trucks and trac- 
tors continued to rank high, although 
petroleum imports were well below 
those for the same period of 1958— 
381.3 million pesos in 1959 against 558.8 
million pesos in 1958. A notable in- 
crease occurred during the period in 
Mexico’s imports of paper for maga- 
zines—42,151 metric tons in 1958 and 
73,822 tons in 1959. However, Mexico 
decreased her imports of insecticides 
and fungicides from 20,410 metric tons 
in 1958 to 10,947 tons in 1959; imports 
of railway car undercarriages from 17,- 
527 metric tons to 9,621 tons; and im- 
ports of iron and steel pipes and fittings 
from 23,756 metric tons to 7,069 tons. 

Cotton, coffee, cattle, lead, shrimp, 
petroleum, copper, tomatoes, sulfur and 
zine, in that order were, by value, the 
principal exports. Increases over the 
same months of 1958 were shown in 
exports of cotton, cattle, shrimp, cop- 
per, tomatoes, sulfur, meat, and zinc, 
while reductions were shown in exports 
of coffee, lead, petroleum, and sugar. 


Short-Term Assets Rise 


Mexico’s total private and official 
short-term foreign assets rose by $20.3 
million in September, the main factor 
in the increase being the surplus of 
almost $23 million in the categaky of 
transactions such as new foreign direct 
investments, interest and profits on di- 
rect foreign investment, and errors and 
omissions. In August, such transactions 
resulted in a deficit of almost $30 mil-

lion. From January to September 1959, 
Mexico’s private and official short-term 
foreign assets increased by $20.9 mil- 
lion, as compared to a decline of $62.7 
million between the same months of 
1958. 


Government Financing Centralited 


Organic Law of the Treasury charges 
the Treasury Department with admin- 
istration of all borrowing activities con- 
templated by Government departments 
and agencies and designates it as the 
revenue collecting arm of the Federal 
Government. A new law for the Vigi- 
lance of Funds and Securities of the 
Nation defines the powers and responsi- 
bilities of both Government employees 
and private persons authorized to act 
as agents of the Government in han- 
dling public funds. 


A recent study by the Federation of 
National Chambers of Commerce shows 
that only 7 of the 33 largest industrial 
enterprises and one of the 38 largest 
banks in Mexico can be considered to be 
controlled by foreigners. The 33 largest 
industrial firms have a total capital of 
3,571 million pesos, and the 38 banks, 
a capital of 1,682 million pesos. 


New Firms Organized 


During the first 9% months of 1959, 
1,913 new firms with a combined initial 
capital of over 14 million pesos, were 
organized. Many of these firms were 
small or medium-sized and located in 
Guadalajara, Monterrey, Puebla, and 
Guanajuato. 


Among new industrial projects an- 
nounced in November was Aluminio, 
S.A., a new corporation which will es- 
tablish Mexico’s first primary aluminum 
smelter. The plant, to be established in 
Veracruz State, will cost approximately 
$20 million. Alcoa, which reportedly 
will represent 35 percent of the invest- 
ment, will provide technical direction of 
the plant. Intercontinental, S.A., a 
Mexican investment bank, will own 55 
percent of the capital, and European 
investors will own the remaining 10 
percent. 


Electro-Metalurgica de Mexico, S.A., 
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Foreign Trade Zones 
Board Issues Report 


The 2ist Annual Report of the 
Foreign Trade Zones Board to the 
Congress has been released. 


-— An increased awareness by the 
American public that this country 
must extend every effort to in- 
crease its foreign trade has created 
new interest in foreign-trade zones 
as centers for marketing stimula- 
tion, the report states. 

Specific advantages available 
through zone use are pointed out in 
this 14-page pamphlet, which re- 
ports on the activities in fiscal 1959 
of the New York, New Orleans, San 
Francisco, and Seattle zones. 

The pamphlet may be purchased 
for 15 cents from a Field Office of 
the Department or from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, US. 
Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C. 
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a new metals processing plant, has been 
organized and may be located in To- 
basco State. The President of Inter- 
continental, S.A., mentioned above, wil! 
be manager of the new firm. Empresa 
Mexicana de Cementos del Sur, S. A. 
signed an agreement to purchase Ger- 
man machinery from the Polysius Co. 
of Neubeckum for a $1.6 million plant 
in Acapulco, Guerrero. 


Winter Crops Injured 


In the States of Tamaulipas, Nuevo 
Leon, and Veracruz late in November 
heavy losses were reported of winter 
plantings of corn, beans, tomatoes, and 
other winter vegetables. The quality of 
the citrus fruit grown in Montemorelos, 
Nuevo Leon, however, was improved by 
the cold wave. Record crops of corn, 
beans, sesame, sugarcane, oranges, and 
grapefruit were harvested in November. 

The automotive and beverage indus- 
tries reported business as good in No- 
vember, but demand in the textile and 
clothing industries was below that of 
the previous November. Retailers of 
household goods and luxury items of- 
fered more liberal credit terms than a 
year ago. Representatives of the con- 
struction and heavy machinery indus- 
tries looked to increased demand in the 
future, and were encouraged by a new 
budget procedure established to main- 
tain a steady flow of Government funds 
into public works.—U.S. Embassy, Mex- 
ico City, 





U.S. general imports in the first 10 
months of 1959 amounted to $12,462.2 
million, an increase of $1,974.2 million, 
or about 19 percent above the corre- 
sponding 1958 period, the Bureau of 
the Census reports. 


Foreign Commerce Weekly 
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Austrian Economy 
Develops Favorably 


The Austrian economy continued its 
growth in the second half of 1959 and 
prospects for 1960 are favorable, accord- 


ing to the latest monthly .report of the 
Austrian Institute for Economic Re- 
search, 

With foreign trade regaining peak 
1957 levels and domestic demand being 
supported by both cyclical and seasonal 
expansive trends, the Austrian economy 
is currently at nearly full capacity and 
it is estimated that the gross national 
product is increasing by almost 4 per- 
cent. For 1960 the Institute predicts a 
continuation of the cyclical growth and 
bases its forecast on the assumption 
that: Despite the regional division of 
Europe, Austria’s export possibilities 
should improve; and private investments 
should act as a decisive stimulus on the 
domestic economy. Future expansion of 
the Austrian economy, the Institute 
warns, may be limited, however, by 
shortages in the labor force which were 
already a factor in certain sectors 
during 1959. 

Both productivity and capacity re- 
serves within the industrial sector in 
the third quarter 1959 allowed a further 
increase in output which was 4.6 percent 
per working day higher than last year; 
this figure was expected to continue to 
rise until the end of 1959. The improve- 
ment of export trade, which during 
September and October was 6.7 percent 
above last year (in value), is considered 
the principal factor in the expansion of 
industrial production. Domestic gross 
investment is reported at high levels, 
and a new record is expected for the 
last quarter of the current year. The 
sustained growth in private consump- 
tion, which actually accelerated since 
mid-year, reflects the high level of em- 
ployment and continued increase in 
mass income. The more than seasonal 
upswing cf economic activity is reflected 
also in the monetary sector. 

The Institute notes that the current 
price anc. wage climate, influenced by 
the overull expansive trends, indicates 
the need for special attention to fore- 
stall excessive upward adjustments 
which might threaten Austria’s position 
on foreign markets.—U.S. Embassy, 
Vienna. 





Brazil’s 1960 flue-cured tobacco har- 
ves{ may total as much as 120 million 
pounds, compared with the 1959 crop 
of*85 million—an increase of about 40 
percent, the Foreign Agricultural Serv- 
ice announced. 

Much higher guaranteed prices (by 
the principal purchasers) stimulated 
plantings this fall, and weather condi- 
tions have been favorable. 
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Domestic Trade Brisk in Brazil, 
High Cottee Exports Maintained 


Domestic trade in general was good in Brazil during November. 
Credit had eased somewhat and for some items demand was expected 
to overtake supply. Coffee shipments continued high. 

The serious meat shortage was allevidted when authorities and 
the packinghouses came to an agreement. 

New industrial plants opened during the month, and new products 
were introduced. Petroleum reserves were reported to have increased 


as a result of new oil discoveries. 


The value of the cruzeiro on the free market depreciated. Alloca- 
tion of convertible currencies offered in the foreign exchange auctions 


was increased. 


The Brazilian shipping preference was extended, and a Foreign 
Economic Policy Coordinating Committee was created. 


Coffee Exports High 


Brazil exported 1.76 million bags of 
coffee in November, compared with 1.2 
million bags in October, a substantial 
increase. Domestic trade was also good 
during the month. 

The meat shortage of the preceding 
3 months, which had led to the bombing 
of the Office of Price Controls, was re- 
lieved when the authorities and the 
packinghouses reached an agreement 
on prices and supply. Despite all efforts 
to hold prices, however, advances ap- 
peared inevitable. 


Cruzeiro Weakens 


The value of the cruzeiro on the free 
market depreciated from about 180 to 
the dollar in October to 191 in Novem- 
ber and continued to slide to 200 in 
December. 

Beginning the last week in Novem- 
ber allocation of convertible currencies 
offered in the weekly foreign exchange 
auctions was increased from $5 million 
to $6 million. 


Industries Expand 


Petrobras, the Government petroleum 
monopoly, announced that known pe- 
troleum reserves had increased from 
480 to 680 million barrels in 1959 as a 
result of new discoveries in Brazil. 

A new typewriter plant was recently 
inaugurated by Olivetti Industrial S.A. 

Production of the new Dauphine 4- 
door passenger automobile under a 
licensing arrangement with the French 
firm Renault was announced by Willys 
Overland of Brazil. The Dauphine is the 
second passenger car to be produced in 
Brazil, the first being the DKW Vemag. 

Mercedes Benz do Brazil intends to 
manufacture two types of diesel motors 
for the tractor industry. One of 6 cylin- 
ders, 120 horsepower is now being pro- 
duced, the other will be a 4-cylinder, 
65-horsepower model. 

The Clark Equipment Co., an Amer- 
ican subsidiary, recently opened its new 
factory to manufacture automobile 
transmissions, 





One of the largest business failures 
to be‘announced in many years was the 
collapse. of the well-known Pinheiro 
enterprises in Northeast Brazil. The 
company’s liabilities may reach US$8 
million. The concern was engaged in a 
variety of enterprises, one of its prin- 
cipal lines being automotive equipment 
and machinery distribution. 


Shipping Preference Extended 


The Government on November 12 ex- 
tended by decree the shipping prefer- 
ence by which all imports into Brazil 
receiving any Brazilian Government 
privilege or financing must be carried 
in Brazilian-flag vessels, if available, 
including vessels chartered by Brazilian 
companies. Brazilian companies which 
have engaged in international trade for 
8 or more years will be given priority. 
Inasmuch as about 70 percent of Bra- 
zilian -import trade is involved, vessels 
of 18 different countries are reported 
to be affected, particularly European 
shipping lines. 


The Government has also ruled that 
only Brazilians will be eligible for crews 
of Brazilian aircraft. Air operators have 
one year to comply with the new regu- 
lation. Personnel with 10 years or more 
service are exempted from the ruling. 


The President created a Foreign Eco- 
nomic Policy Coordinating Committee 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The 
committee will coordinate policy in for- 
eign trade, trade and payments agree- 
ments, investment, and finance, and will 
organize and conduct the activities of 
other Federal public administrative 
agencies operating abroad. 

A Brazilian commercial mission de- 
parted for Moscow in late November 
and in early December an agreement 
was signed with the Soviet Union cov- 
ering trade as follows: In 1960, total 
trade to a value of $50 million; 1961, 
$70 million; and 1962, $88 million. The 
Brazilians will exchange coffee, cacao,

Removal of limitations on remittance 
ef profits, more favorable treatment 
respecting expropriation, and more ex- 
peditious handling of investment ap- 
plications are the principal features of 
the revised Statute for Investment by 
Foreign Nationals promulgated by the 
Government of the Republic of China 
on Taiwan in December. 


The new law, which replaces legisla- 
tion enacted in 1954, has been under 
consideration for over 2 years, and 
reflects intensifying efforts on the part 
of the Chinese Government to amelio- 
rate the climate for private foreign 
investment. 

Under the previous law annual remit- 
tances of profits and interest were limited 
to 15 percent of total investment; this 
ceiling has now been removed. Exemp- 
tion of foreign-controlled enterprises— 
ownership of 51 percent of stock or 
more—against Government requisition 
or expropriation has been extended: from 
10 to 20 years; and reasonable compen- 
sation and prompt foreign exchange 
settlement is guaranteed under the new 
law in the case of takeover of enter- 
prises in which foreign interests own 
the minor share. Investment applica- 
tions, hitherto sometimes subjected to 
extended review, are now required to be 
processed within 4 months. 


A number of additional changes are of 
considerable importance. The old statute 
provided for an annual 15 percent 
repatriation of capital, commencing at 
the end of the second year, computed on 
the amount of the foreign investment 
interest at the time of application, that 
is, a diminishing capital base as repatri- 
ation progressed. Now it appears that 
the permissible percentage of repatria- 
tion will be calculated against the total 
contribution of the investor. 


Another change provides a more exact 
procedure for treating cases of incom- 
plete investments. The investor is given 
the right to divert his capital to other 
productive enterprises or to remit back 
his capital if he encounters unforeseen 
difficulties In carrying out his original 
investment plan. 

A more clear-cut definition is given 
to the types df commodities an investor 
is allowed to import as part of his 
Investment base. In addition, commodi- 
ties for sale are also considered as 
investment base if the proceeds of the 
sale are to be utilized for plant erection 
or in a revolving fund. 

The scope of permissible investment 
has been more distinctly outlined. The 
revised law continues the categories of 
productive or manufacturing enterprises 
as are required domestically and enter- 
prises having an export market. 
Another category involving invest-

ment conducive to the development of 
important industries or public utilities 
has been made more distinct by refer- 
ring to the development and improve- 
ment of important industrial, mining, 
and transportation enterprises. On the 
other hand, the final category has been 
broadened from improvement of tech- 
niques in important industries or public 
uptilities to encompass investments 
which are “conducive to the develop- 
ment of national economy and social 
welfare.”

Import Liberalization 
Expanded by Japan 


Further steps toward liberalizing im- 
ports and reducing dollar area discrimi- 
nation have been announced by the 
Japanese Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry (MITT). 

Dollar area discrimimation under the 
Automatic Approval (AA) system for 
import of iron and steel scrap, beef 
tallow, and lard will be removed com- 
mencing April 1, 1960, and similar 
action on soybeans and pig iron will 
likely be taken in October. Also effec- 
tive April 1, 1960, 291 additional items 
will be transferred to the Automatic 
Approval system and 143 items—includ- 
ing unspecified chemicals, ceramics, and 
textiles—added to the recently an- 
nounced Automatic Allocation. system 
(Foreign Commerce Weekly, Dec. 28, 
1959, p. 8). 

The announcement represents another 
encouraging step forward. The list of 
items to be liberalized reportedly con- 
tains mostly those of minor importance 
in Japan's import trade. Details on 
these latest actions will be published 
in Foreign Commerce Weekly as soon as 
available. 





Japan Sets Earlier Date 
For Easing Imports 


Japan’s effective date for transfer 
of 80 import items to the Auto- 
matic Approval system is January 
1, 1960, the Government of that 
country has announced. o 

The Japanese Government earlier 
reported the effective date as Jan- 
uary 1, 1961 (see Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, Dec. 28, 1959, p. 8). 
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Pakistan Eases Quotas 
On Certain Imports 


As a result of an improvement in the 
country’s foreign exchange earnings, the 
Government of Pakistan has fixed in- 
creased quotas for import of certain 
items in the January-June 1960 shipping 
period. The items are as follows: 

Tron, steel, metals, tools and workshop 
equipment, machinery and parts, wood 
and timber, hardware, chemicals, dyes, 
raw rubber and tires, motor vehicles 
and parts, cycles and parts, vessels and 
equipment, scientific instruments, books 
and magazines, milk food for infants, 
coconut oil, and fine-count cotton yarn. 
In addition, restrictions on import of 
drugs and medicines and of raw mate- 
rials for their local production have 
been substantially liberalized. 

Two hundred items will be importable 
into the country in the first 6 months 
of 1960, about the same as in the previ- 
ous shipping period. The only item 
removed from the current licenseable 
list this period is newsprint, an action 
taken in recognition of the fact that 
domestic production now. appears suffi- 
cient for the country’s needs. Of the 
total ftems licenseable this period, 38 
will be licensed exclusively to industria! 
consumers. 

Most major industries will receive 
annual licenses; however, it is expected 
that industry will largely meet its 
emergency requirements from foreign 
exchange earnings under the Export 
Bonus Scheme. Mill stores, accessories, 

and parts for the textile and cotton 
gining industry will be licensed to im- 
porters and wholesalers rather than to 
the particular industry. This policy wil! 
gradually be extended to other indus 
tries.

Argentina Waives Surcharges 
On Automotive Tire Imports 


The Argentine Government _ has 
waived exchange surcharges on auto- 
motive tires imported from neighboring 
countries. x 

This action, taken through Resolu- 
tions No. 214/59 and 410/e:dated De- 
cember 15, 1959, arose from imcrease( 
local demand and the resulting scarcit) 
of domestically manufactured automo- 
tive tires. Waiving of the surchanges, 
which amounted to 100 percent of the 
e. and f, value, is expected to promot: 
import of tires manufactured in Uru- 
guay until such time as expanding do- 
mestie factories can satisfy local de- 
mand.—U.S. Embassy, Buenos Aires. 
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Dollar Liberalization 
Extended by Portugal 


Almost all goods which can be 
imported into Portugal without an 
import license from countries in the 
Organization for European Eco- 
nomic Cooperation (OEEC) may 
now also be imported from the 
United States and Canada without 
an import license, under a dollar 
liberalization action taken by Por- 
tugal, effective January 10. About 
90 percent of Portugal’s imports 
from OEEC countries are liberal- 
ized, figured on a 1953 base. 

Some agricultural products and 
raw materials liberalized to the 
OEEC countries still remain ‘sub- 
ject to import license from the 
United States and Canada.—U.S. 
Embassy, Lisbon.

. Foreign Investment 
Law Enacted in Korea 


The National Assembly of the Repub- 
lic of Korea, on December 28, 1959, 
passed the long debated Foreign Invest- 
ment Induction Law. 


Although an official translation is not 
yet available, the new law reportedly 
provides for remittance of prefits at an 
annual rate of 20 percent with no wait- 
ing period. After the first 2 years capi- 
tal may be withdrawn at the annual 
rate of 20 percent of the investment. 
The law also makes provision for tax 
reductions or exemptions over the first 
8 years of operation—total exemption 
for equity investment for the first 5 
years, two-thirds waiver for the next 
2 years, and one-third for the eighth 
year. Customs duties also are to be re- 
dueed or waived on certain imports in 
connection with foreign investments. 

The incentives and guarantees under 
the new law are extended only to the 
nationals of those countries which have 
concluded a treaty of commerce and 
navigation with the Republic of Korea. 
This, in effect, limits the application of 
the law to U.S; investors at least for 
the present.—U.S. Embassy, Seoul.

Thai Revise Income 


And Other Taxes 


Personal income, corporate income, 
and business taxes in Thailand have 
been revised as of January 1, 1969. 

For personal income the old minimum 
and maximum tax rate, ranging from a 
low of 10 percent to a high of 50 per- 
cent, have been maintained; however, 
a more detailed separation of income 
brackets has now been introduced.

In addition to the regular corporate 
income tax, remittances abroad by for- 
eign companies operating in Thailand 
are subject to a remittance tax of 15 
percent. This tax went into effect on 
November 15, 1959 (see Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, Jan. 11, p. 6). 

Business taxes have been increased 
for most types of trade from 1 to 1% 
percent. Rates for restaurants and night 


clubs, however, have been somewhat re- 
duced. 


The new tax rates are retroactive, for 
personal and corporate income taxes 
covering the entire calendar year 1959, 
and for the business tax—a monthly 
payable tax—affecting the period since 
December 1, 1959. 


Cuba Extends Various 
Commercial Agreements 


Cuba has extended through December 
31, 1960, its existing commercial agree- 


ments with Switzerland, Israel, and 
Denmark. 


The agreements provide for reciprocal 
most-favored-nation treatment for cus- 
toms tariffs and consular fees. 

Cuba’s existing ‘modus vivendi with 
Japan, providing for most-favored- 
nation treatment for consular fees and 
customs tariffs excluding textiles, was 
extended without change until June 
30, 1960.—U.S. Embassy,*Havana.

Baggage, Gift Imports 
License Free in Cuba

The Cuban Monetary Stabilization 
Fund has issued a new regulation, 
Agreement No. 371, which exempts per- 
sonal baggage articles and gifts from 
import licensing requirements. The con- 
ditions and value limitations governing 
such license-free imports are: 

@ Personal items brought in by pas- 
sengers must have been purchased prior 
to March 1, 1959, and their value must 
not exceed $1,500 for the first entry 
and $200 for successive entries. Evi- 
dence of purchase must be presented 
and a sworn statement executed. 


e Articles (gifts) mailed to Cuban 
residents by families or friends living 
abroad must not exceed $100 in value; 
the sender must not be a merchant or 
an exporter. The recipient must declare 
shipment of the article before its arriv- 
al and a sworn statement must be 
executed. 


e@ If the value of the imports refer- 
red to above exceeds the established 
limitations, the passenger or recipient 
has the option of clearing the articles 
within the allowed value limit and 
abandon the remainder or return the 
latter to the country of origin, or pay 
three times the customs duties on those ~ 
articles which are in excess of the 
allowed value limit. 

e@ Exchange surcharges must be paid 
on those articles which are included 
in the list appended to Law 566. These 
surcharges range from 30 to 100 per- 
cent of the value of the articles and are 
supplemental to import duties. Articles 
subject to surcharges include automo- 
biles, prepared foodstuffs, electrical ap- 
pliances, and other items classified non- 
essential (see Foreign Commerce Week- 
ly, Oct. 5, 1959, p. 7). 

@ The declarations and documents 
accompanying the imports exempted by 
this new regulation must be examined 
and approved by the Exchange Depart- 
ment of the National Bank of Cuba.— 
U.S. Embassy, Havana. 


Guatemalan Lead Import Ban 
Includes Ore, Alloy, Scrap 


The recent prohibition of lead imports 
into Guatemala includes only those 
items falling in classification 685-01-00

Pharmaceutical Plant 
Invited by Ethiopia 


Ethiopia’s Ministry of Public Health 
is interested in having U.S. pharmaceu- 
tical concerns consider the advantages 
of establishing a pharmaceutical manu- 
facturing plant in that country. 


No pharmaceutical manufacturing 
enterprises now are set up in the coun- 
try although some compounding and 
packaging is done. The Central Medical 
Stores Corporation of the Ethiopian 
Government operates a _ small-scale 
compounding laboratory in connection 
with a medical supply depot. Druggists 
who package small quantities of im- 
ported bulk pharmaceuticals are lo- 
cated in the principal cities. Competi- 
tion to be encountered by a local plant 
would derive only from imports, which 
totaled $1,515,000 during the fiscal year 
ended September 1959. 


The Ministry of Public Health has 
indicated that it seeks to attract a 
foreign firm interested in providing the 
capital, equipment, management,, and 
necessary technical know-how for a 
pharmaceutical plant. The Ministry has 
not suggested the amount of capital 
required, which would depend upon a 
study by interested firms of the exist- 
ing and projected market. Furthermore, 
the Ministry does not at present en- 
visage direct financial participation in 
the plant by the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment. As in the case of other foreign 
enterprises in Ethiopia, however, some

changes in the foreign investment cli- 
mate in India, some arising out of new 
liberalization measures adopted by the 
Indian Government, the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce has revised its ques- 
tion-and-answer summary, entitled “In- 
vestment Factors in India.” An exten- 
sive excerpt from the original March 3, 
1959, document was reprinted in the 
March 23, 1959, issue of Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, and a subsequent edi- 
tion, revised in June, later was offered 
to Foreign Commerce Weekly readers. 


This 15-page investment summary 
covers briefly such factors as the poten-

Libyan Businessmen 
Plan Cement Plants 


Groups of local businessmen in Ben- 
ghazi and Tripoli have joined together 
to study proposals for construction of 
one or more cement plants in Libya to 
supply the continually increasing inter- 
nal demand, estimated at more than 
100,000 tons in 1959. They welcome 
competitive proposals from U.S. firms. 

The Benghazi group, reportedly com- 
posed of some 20 leading merchants, 
has established a 7-man committee to 
act for it.

The firm was set up in 1957 for the 
purpose of establishing an olive oil in- 
dustry to supply domestic and export 
markets. Required for the project is 
a modern milling installation for mass 
production of olive oil and a press for 
treatment of 25,000 kilograms and ex- 
tracting 5,000 to 6,000 kilograms of oil 
and 10,000 kilograms of bagasse daily. 
This estimated production coluld be 
doubled with the equipment planned. 

Artana, a village in ‘the province of 
Castellon, has been selected as the 
proposed plant site because of the 
abundance of olives in the area and 
excellent rail communications to the 
port of Castellon. 


About 20,000 hanegadas have been 
planted with olive trees, according to 
the firm, which are expected to yield 
600 metric tons of olive oil and 1,200 
metric tons of bagasse during the work- 
ing season—December through March 
(1 hanegada=1.59 acres). Olivarera 
indicates that if adequately processed, 
the high standard of the area’s olives 
would result in the finest of olive oil. 


Subsidiary industries such as oil re- 
fineries, plants for manufacturing 
animal feeds, glycerines, common soaps, 
and hydrogenization of fats, also could 
be established by utilizing the by- 
products (oil and bagasse), according 
to the firm.

Sales Good, Rights Arrangements 
American Week inMarch Excellent at Frankfurt Book Fair 


Sales were reported good and agreement for translation and 
reproduction rights excellent at the Frankfurt Book Fair, October 
7-12, 1959. Attendance was announced by the management as 53,500. 


About 15,500 were foreign visitors. 


A total of 1,837 firms participated. Foreign exhibitors numbered 
about 1,100 from 33 countries. Participation by U.S. firms, which dis- 
played a wide range of scientific, technical, art, and children’s titles, 
generally was through European distributors. 


In addition to individual displays, col- 
lective national exhibits were shown. 
There were 24 such displays, compared 
to 19 in 1958. The Most Beautiful Books 
of 1958 display was designed to provide 
recognition of outstanding achieve- 
ments in book makeup and design. 
U.S. participation consisted of Fifty 
Books of the Year chosen by the Amer- 
ican Institute of Graphic Arts, New 
York, on the basis of excellence of 
craftsmanship and representation of va- 
rious types of books. 

Over 70,000 titles presented a cross- 
section of international book produc- 
tion. Books were supplemented by lit- 
erary ‘recordings, produced and dis- 
played by leading record manufacturers 
and publishing houses. 

The Fair’s function is reported to 
have shifted from direct sales to trans- 
actions which pave the way for later 
sales. Public relations are cultivated; 
negotiations for licenses and translation 
rights are initiated; and co-production 
possibilities, particularly attractive to 
smaller publishing houses and for costly 
works, are discussed. 

Almost without exception, U.S. pub-

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CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS 


Australia. An $11.2 million hotel, to 
be called the Southern Cross, will be 
built and owned by an Australian com- 
pany, Southern Cross Properties, Ltd., 
to which Pan American Airways will 
subscribe 30 percent of the share cap- 
ital and will be operated by the Inter- 
continental Hotel Corp., a PAA sub- 
sidiary. Plans call for 445 studio-type 
guest rooms and facilities for accommo- 
dating 2,000-3,000 at conventions and 
balls. Space will be available for shops 
and parking underground for 300 cars: 


Belgium. On behalf of the Royal 
Dutch Shell group, the Bataafse Petro- 
leum Maatschappij of The Hague has 
applied for a license to prospect for oil 
in an area of 263,000 hectares in south- 
ern Belgium. 


A technical subcommittee has been 
created, under the Highway Commis- 
sion presided over by the Governor of 
the Province of Antwerp, to make rec- 
ommendations as to whether a bridge 
or tunnel should be built across the 
Scheldt at Antwerp to relieve vehicular 
traffic. 


Burma. The Burma Railways pians 
to build a bridge at Ye which will per- 
mit the railroad to be extended south- 
ward to Tavoy and other more south- 
erly points. 


Canada. The Federal Government 
and the Provincial Government of New- 
foundiand have joined in a 9-year pro- 
gram to build 304 miles of roads, in- 
cluding sections along the Strait of 
Belle Isle and in the Baie Verte area, a 
road linking Gander Bay and the in- 
ternational airport at Gander, and a 
link to the Trans-Canada highway at a 
total cost of $15 million. 


Chile. According to the Director of 
Port Works studies are being made for 
a port at Valdivia. The study of the 
port at Taleahuano Sur (San Vincente) 
is completed and is estimated to cost 
about U.S. $3 million. 


Colombia. An iron and steel plant 
is planned for Barranquilla during 1960. 
The enterprise will be financed by two 
of Barranquilla’s firms, Cerveceria Bar- 
ranquilla y Boliver, S.A., and Cementos 
del Caribe, S.A., as well as Siderurgica 
de Medellin. 

In order to accommodate jet air- 
craft, Barrinquilla’s Soledad Airport’s 
landing strip must be lengthened at a 
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oa 
cost of several million pesos (1 peso= 
US$0.149.). 

Denmark. The Association of Dan- 
ish Power Plants has drawn up ex- 
pansion programs requiring an invest- 
ment of about 200 million kroner ($29 
million) annually during the next 3-4 
years to extend power transfer between 
Denmark and Sweden and Denmark 
and West Germany to lay a cable be- 
tween the islands of Zealand and Funen 
which will make the supply of power a 
country-wide unit. 


Ecuador. The cost of the Cumbaya 
20,000-kilowatt hydroelectric plant now 
under construction by the Empresa 
Electrica de Quito, financed by a $5- 
million World Bank loan, will be in- 
creased by an estimated Sucres 54 mil- 
lion ($3.6 million at the official rate of 
exchange). The additional funds needed 
will be used for tunneling, a distribu- 
tion network, and acquisition of equip- 
ment. 


Egypt. A landing strip at the Minia 
airport is planned as an emergency field 
for the Cairo international airport. .It 
is also planned to enlarge the Suez and 
Dakhlah Oasis airports. The aggregate 
cost for all three of these projects is 
about Egyptian Pounds 250,000 ($720,- 
000). 


France. The Government-controlled 
Societe Nationale de Recherche et d’Ex- 
ploitation de Petroles en Algerie has 
successfully floated a bond issue of 12.5 
billion francs ($25.6 million) to finance 
the construction of the 24-inch Hassi 
R’Mel-Oran gas pipeline. 

Negotiations are_ reportedly almost 
complete between the French Govern- 
ment and French oil producers to or- 
ganize a new Government-owned com- 
pany (Societe Nationale Industrielle des 
Petroles) to refine and market in France 
some of the crude oil coming from the 
Hassi Messaoud field in the Sahara. The 
new company initially would be cap- 
italized at one billion francs, to be 
raised later to 10 billion francs ($22 
million) to be provided by the French 
Government. 


India. The Burmah-Shell Co. has of- 
fered to expand the annual capacity of 
its Trombay oil refinery from 2.6 mil- 
lion tons to 4 million tons and to con- 
struct a lubricants refinery to produce 
60,000 tons of lube oils annually. 

The State of Andhra Pradesh plans 
a fertilizer plant at Kothagudem to cost 


250 million rupees ($52 million) for 
which the Union Government has as- 
sured financial assistance. The plant will 
have seven or eight units. One ammonia 
unit is likely to be manufactured in 
India. 

The Imperial Chemicals Industries 
(India), a British firm, also plans a 
fertilizer plant, at Visakhapatnam using 
waste gases from the Caltex Oil Co. 
refinery. 

Oil India Private Ltd. will pipe crude 
oil from its wells at Nahorkatiya, Hu- 
grijan and Moran to the two public 
sector refineries which are to be set up, 
one at Noonmati near Gauhati in As- 
sam, and the other at Tilrath near 
Barauni in Bihar. The pipeline from 
Nahorkatiya to the two refineries will 
be laid in two stages by the Burma Oil 
Co. (Pipe Lines) Ltd. 


The India Planning Commission plans 
a project at Srisailam as part of the first 
stage of a plan to develop the lower 
basin of the Krishna river for irriga- 
tion and power. Power development is 
planned at 3 sites with an initial gen- 
erator installation at Srisailam of 5 
units -ef 110,000 kilowatts each. Water 
discharged from Srisailam dam would 
be further harnessed at the Nagarjuna- 
sagar dam to generate 200,000 kilowatts 
of power. A grant of 1.5 million rupees 
($315,000) was made for preliminary 
works in 1959-60. The cost of construct- 
ing the dam and powerplant at Srisai- 
lam is estimated at 340 million rupees 
($71 million). The project could be ex- 
panded later to irrigate 350,000 acres 
through the proposed Siddheswaram 
project. 

Allocations for the Nagarjunasagar 
Multipurpose Project totaled 323 million 
rupees ($67.8 million) according to the 
Minister of Public Works of Andhra. 
The balance available from Governments 
of India and Andhra from October 1959 
to the end of the second 5-year plan, 
1961, is expected to be 210 million ru- 
pees. The project could be completed 
in the third 5-year plan, 1961-66, pro- 
vided the required funds, 577.5 million 
rupees, for this period are made avail- 
able. 

The Government has tentatively de- 
cided to locate a second shipyard at 
Cochin, expected to be completed dur- 
ing the third 5-year plan, will involve 
a total investment of 200 million rupees 
($42 million) of which the foreign ex- 
change component will be about Rupees 
100 million. 

The Government of India approved 
the Indian Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry report for a fertilizer plant, 
80,000 tons of nitrogen a year, to be 
built at Kothagudium, Andhra Pradesh, 
and financed by the State Government 
of Andhra. The Ministry also prepared 
a report for a fertilizer plant at Assam. 


The Khungar Committee established 
by the Government of India to exam- 
ine the future of the Damodar Valley 
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orporation (DVC) has recommended 
he construction of the Aiyar Dam 
vhich would be the fifth in DVC sys- 
em. The committee recommended that 
ictailed investigation of the Aiyar and 
sjoy Dams be started immediately. 





Iran. The steel mill enabling act (to 
stablish a steel mill in Iran) which 
yas submitted to the Majlis (House of 
fepresentatives) is now ready for final 
pproval. 

The Deputy Prime Minister in charge 
f the Plan Organization (P.O.) recent- 
y introduced a bill into the Majlis to 
rovide the necessary parliamentary 
ythorization for a $25-million loan 
o the P.O. to defray part of the cost 
f the road development program. 





Italy. A large modernization plan of 
he Ansaldo shipyard of Sestri Ponente 
(Genoa) has been approved by Finmec- 
nica, the financial holding company 
or the state (IRI) controlled mechan- 
ical industrial branches, and IRI gov- 
mment agency for industrial recon- 
iruction.

Malaya. The Minister of Transport 
announced that the Federation Govern- 
ment intends shortly to appoint a three- 
man commission from abroad to exam- 
ine the economic prospects of the Ma- 
layan Railway. 

The Government Telecommunications 
Department plans a telecommunications 
expansion project to cost Malaya $28.7 
million ($9.4 million). The Government 
will raise Malaya $19.2 million through 
a United Kingdom loan for purchase of 
the necessary equipment. The remain- 
ing Malaya $9.5 million will be provided 
by the Government. 

In a recent speech before co-operative 
members at Bukit Mertajam near Pen- 
ang, the Minister of Agriculture stated 
that Malaya might soon start a fertilizer 
factory and paper mill. 

Mexico. The Davison Chemical Co., a 
division of W. R. Grace Company, is 
considering construction of a chemical 
plant in the Tampico area.

The recently formed Comision de 
Estudios del Rio Panuco proposes 7 
dams as flood control measures to irri- 
gate 250,000 hectares of land and to 
generate 40,000 kilowatts of power in 
the Tampico area. The first dam, El 








Pujol will be about 10 miles south of 
Ciudad Valles and cost an estimated 
800 million pesos ($64 million). Total 
cost of the whole project has been esti- 
mated at 2 billion 500 million pesos. 

Because of the water shortage in 
Tijuana, 20 &dditional wells in the Tia 
Juana River bed (100-150 feet below 
the bed) are planned. The cost of drill- 
ing these wells, connecting them with 
the system, repairing and replacing bad 
tubing, and widening the network would 
be about $4: million. 

The city of Ensenada office of Social 
Security reports that a hospital of 50 
beds will be constructed there at a cost 
of 5 million pesos ($400,000).

(NASSCO) and a local construction 
company. The work is to be completed 
within 310 days from December 16. 
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Portugal. The president of the Portu- 
guese Railways (Companhia dos Camin- 
hos de Ferro Portuguesse SARL) an- 
nounced expansion and modernization 
program of the nationally owned Por- 
tuguese Railways and said that by 1962 
the main line between Lisbon and Opor- 
to would be electrified as far as Co- 
imbra. Twenty new electric locomotives, 
39 passenger cars and 18 three-car elec- 
tric passenger trains are to be pur- 
chased. Diesel locomotives and small 
diesel-powered passenger coaches, as 
well as two ferry boats for use in Lis- 
bon also are to be acquired. Most of this 
equipment is to be locally manufactured 
from imported parts with the assistance 
of foreign technicians and will involve 
an investment of 400 million escudos 
($14 million). A total of $45.5 million 
is to be invested in the 1959-64 period 
for railway improvements. 

The Danish firm Burmeister and Main 
will soon establish a subsidiary in 
Portugal to manufacture diesel engines. 
The subsidiary will be capitalized at 25 
million escudos ($875,000). 


Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The Federal 
and Nyasaland Governments are plan- 
ning construction work in all three 
provinces of Nyasaland, ranging from 
schools, housing, offices and hospital ex- 
tensions ta water supply projects, sew- 
erage systems and road improvements. 
Some 38 building projects also, are be- 
ing undertaken by the Nyasaland Gov- 
ernment and a further 14 by the Fed- 
eral Government. In addition, engineer- 
ing contracts will call for the partial 
reconstruction of the first 30 miles of 
the Blantyre-Matope road, extensions 
to water supply projects at Zomba, 
Chilebra, Cholo, Dedza, and Karonga 
and a sewerage system at Zomba. 

The Salisbury Show Society plans to 
build the biggest sports arenas in the 
Federation, with a total seating capac- 
ity of some 72,000, at the Showground. 
According to the Chairman of the So- 
ciety, the prepared plans for the main 
stadium provides seating accommoda- 
tion for about 28,000 people to start 
with, but later the stadium could be en- 
larged to accommodate up to 45,000. 

A. W. Martin, a Melbourne business- 
man, is to open a factory in Salisbury 
for the manufacture of office equipment. 

A bridge is to be built over the Lundi 
River between Fort Victoria and Beit 
Bridge as part of the project to provide 
an all-weather road from Salisbury to 
South Africa. The Southern Rhodesia

United Arab Republic. The Chairman 
of the Economic Development Organiza- 
tion (EDO) Board of Directors who is 
also the UAR Minister of Economy and 
Treasury, announced that various proj- 
ects to be carried out by EDO com- 
panies in the next 5 years will require 
financing estimated at £E 120 million. 
The formation of one new EDO com- 
pany (for well-drilling) has been ap- 
proved. Three thousand artesian wells 
of depths ranging from 35 to 800 meters 
will be needed for the irrigation of bar- 
ren land alongside the Nile Valley and 
other desert land that is to be -re- 
claimed, 

Agreement has been reached with 
Norway for the building of an isotopes 
factory in the UAR. According to the 
Director of the UAR Atomic Energy 
Commission, the factory will cost £E 
300,000 and eight UAR experts will be 
sent to Norway on a 9-month study 
mission to train in the production of 
isotopes. 

According to recent press reports, 
Syria has drawn up plans for petroleum 
enterprises during the next 10 years, 
within the seope of 10-year economic 
development plan. These enterprises in- 
clude the building of a terminus to sup- 
ply ships with petroleum products, 
building a tanker fleet of a total of 
250,000 tons (cost is £S 70,000,000 and 
constructing of a second refinery along 


the Mediterranean shore at a cost of 
£S 30,000,000. 


United Kingdom. The United Stee 
Companies have announced a £10 mil. 
lion ($28 million) program to replace 
21 open hearth furnaces of its sub- 
sidiary, Steel Peech and Tozer, by § 
electric ore furnaces. Capacity will be 
increased by over a third from the pres- 
ent 1-million ton level. The first units 
will begin operating in early 1963 and 
completion of the project will take 5 
years. 


The Minister of Power has approved 
construction in the West Midlands 
a Lurgi plant for the complete gasifica- 
tion of coal at a cost of about $25 mil- 
lion, to produce 40 million cubic feet of 
gas a day. The Lurgi process uses rela- 
tively low grade, small coal. 


Laporte Industries, Ltd., recently an- 
nounced plans to increase the capacity 
of their titanium oxide production from 
30,000 to 50,000 tons a year. The ex- 
pansion will be financed by the com- 
pany. 

The Minister of Power has announced 
that the Iron and Steel Board has ap- 
proved a proposal to acclerate and en- 
large the capacity of the new sheet 
steel plant to be built at Newport by 
Richard Thomas & Baldwin's! To this 
end the Government has raised the 
maximum limit of its loan from £60 to 
£70 million ($168 to $196 million). The 
action will enlarge capacity by 235,000 
tons of sheets a year or by about 40 
percent. Production is expected to begin 
in 1962. 


The Minister of Transport is consider- 
ing two types of nuclear reactors with 
propelling machinery for installation in 
a tanker of 65,000 deadweight tons. The

. types being considered are the boiling 


water reactor and the organic liquid 
moderated reactor. 


A contract has been let to provide for 
commercial television in England's 
Southwest-Devon and Cornwall to a 
syndicate of over two hundred members 
or member firms headed by Keith 
Prowse, owner of a major theater ticket 
agency in London. The company will 
provide an initial investment of Pounds 
% million ($1.4 million). The company 
expects to begin telecasting by the end 
of 1960. 

A new 450-room hotel is planned for 
Russel Square, Bloomsbury, to be opened 
in the fall of 1961. It will contain 7 
floors with shops at ground level, under- 
ground garage for 80 cars, and baths 
for all bedrooms,

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‘Cochin To Get India’s 
Next Shipbuilding Yard 


The Government of India will locate 
India’s second shipbuilding yard at 
Cochin, if soil conditions are found satis- 
factory by current investigations. This 
shipyard is expected to be located on a 
100-acre site on the southern side of 
ihe Ernakulam mainland across the 
channel from the Cochin naval base. 

Construction will take about 3 years, 
according to the British Mission. Cost 
of construction, excluding site and rail 
and road links, is estimated at 191.6 
million rupees (Rsl1=U.S.$0.21). The 
cost of imported equipment will be more 
than $5 million. The shipyard will be 
equipped. to construct vessels between 
16,000 and 18,000 tons, with a maxi- 
mum annual output of 80,000 tons, The 
initial annual output is expected to be 
60,000 tons. British and Japanese ship- 
yard interests reportedly are interested 
in the project, but no offers for partici- 
pation have been received. 

Offering several advantages for the 
shipyard, Cochin is an expanding port 
with excellent communication facilities 
with its hinterland. Many industries an- 
cillary to shipbuilding and a large labor 
force are located at Cochin. The large 
scale employment which the shipyard 
will provide is particularly important 
because opportunities for employment 
ere limited and there is a serious un- 
employment problem in Kerala. 


Warehouse Slated 
For Nigerian Port 


The Development Loan Fund will lend 
$800,000 to the Nigerian Ports Author- 
ity to erect a produce warehouse on 
Apapa Quay in Lagos, Nigeria. The 
new warehouse will be used to store 
and handle the rapidly increasing ton- 
nage of cocoa and other agricultural 
products being shipped from Lagos, and 
will make a substantial contribution to 
the Port Authority’s ability to carry 
out a major port-development program 
Which has been under way in recent 
years, 




























































The warehouse will have a capacity 
of 15,000 tons and will be served by 
both road and rail transport. It will 
provide a necessary link in the process 
of delivering locally grown products 
from producer to market. This is the 
second of three warehouses planned for 
Apapa Quay by the Authority. The first 
was completed in 1957 and was being 
used to capacity in a short time. With 
the cargo growth that has taken place 
at Lagos since then, the additional 
warehouse soon should be fully utilized. 
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Chile To Expand Electric Supply 


The World Bank has made a loan of $32.5 million for the develop- 
ment of electric power in Chile. The larger part of the loan will help 
finance a 280,000-kilowatt hydroelectric powerplant to serve central 
Chile, center of industrial, commercial, and agricultural activity. The 
remainder will help to finance a 15,000-kilowatt thermal electric plant 
in northern Chile, especially to supply power to the iron mines there. 


The loan was made to Empresa 
Nacional de Electricidad, S.A. (Endesa) 
and Corporacion de Fomento de la 
Produccion (Fomento), as coborrowers. 
Endesa is a joint stock company, owned 
almost efttirely by Fomento. It was 
established in 1944 to plan Chilean 
electric power development and to pro- 
vide power facilities not furnished by 
private companies. Fomento is a gov- 
ernment agency responsible for promot- 
ing economic development in Chile. 


The plant serving central Chile will 
be situated on the Rapel River, about 
75 miles southwest of Santiago. In this 
part of Chile industrial power in 1958 
accounted for 45 percent of the total 
consumption. The main industries are a 
steel mill, pulp and paper mills, coal 
mines, carbide and metallurgical indus- 
tries, cement plants, and copper refin- 
eries. For many years a shortage of 
generating capacity has made it neces- 
sary to restrict power consumption. As 
additional power becomes available dur- 
ing the next 5 years, the annual growth 
of consumption is expected to rise from 
7 to about 14 percent. The Rapel plant 
will generate about 70 percent of its 
power during the winter months when 
demand is highest. 


The Rapel project includes-~the con- 
struction on a 300-foot concrete arch 
dam which will create a reservoir able 
to store 570,000 acre feet of water, a 
powerhouse with four 70.000-kilowatt 
generators; and about 225 miles of 
transmission lines to serve Santiago and 
Valparaiso with their surrounding areas. 
About 25,000 acres of land will be ir- 
rigated by water drawn from the Rapel 
reservoir. Two of the generating units 
will come into operation late in 1964, 
the other two early in 1965. 


The thermal plant in northern Chile 
will be built at the port of Huasco. It 
will be equipped with two 7,500-kilo- 
watt turbogenerators, and will get its 
fuel from the Lota and Schwager coal 
mines for which the Bank made loans 
totaling $21.8 million in July 1957. 
Transmission lines will be built to sup- 
ply power to the iron ore mines and to 
four neighboring towns. The Huasco 


plant is scheduled to go into operation 
by the end of 1962. 

The area to be served by the Huasco 
thermal plant has a relatively small 
population but additional power is need- 
ed for its main industry—mining, princi- 
pally iron ore, copper, and manganese. 





The high grade iron ore in this area of 
Chile is a valuable export product, giv- 
ing the development of mines high eco- 
nomic priority. The existing power 
plants are fully loaded and the Huasco 
plant will provide a firm supply of power 
for the expansion of mining operations. 
Consumption of energy in the Huasco 
area is expected to increase at an aver- 
age annual rate of 10 percent; on this 
basis the expanded system will be fully 
loaded by 1968. 

The two projects being financed by 
the $32.5 million loan are an important 
part of an expansion program being 
carried out by Endesa to increase the 
capacity of its power system by 895,000 
kilowatts by 1969. The program is co- 
ordinated with the expansion planned 
by two private power companies which 
are responsible for most of the power 
distribtuion in the principal industrial 
centers. 

The total cost of the 2 power projects 
is estimated at the equivalent of $72.3 
million. The Bank loan will cover the 
foreign exchange requirements and the 
local currency costs will be provided 
by Endesa from its own resources and 
from funds provided by Fomento. Al] 
Major equipment for the power plants 
will be procured through international 
competition. 


Belgium, France To Build 
Joint Nuclear Powerplants 


Electricite de France and the Belgian 
Utility Centre et Sud are participating 
in the construction of two nuclear pow- 
erplants. The joint group has advised 
the U'S.-Euratom Joint Reactor Board 
in Brussels that it will propose a 150,- 
000-kilowatt plant at Chooz, France, 
near the Franco-Belgian border on the 
Meuse River. 

Belgium and France will each finance 
and operate 50 percent of the project. 
Belgian contractors will supervise con- 
struction of the first plant and EDF 
will operate it. The second plant will 
be built in Belgium 3 years later under 
French direction and will be operated 
by a Belgian firm.

DLF Helps Finance 
Powerplant in Spain 


The Development Loan Fund has an- 
nounced basic approval of a loan and 
commitment of funds up to $3.9 million 
to the Union Electrica Madrilena, a 
private Spanish corporation with main 
offices in Madrid. The loan will assist 
ihe construction of a hydroelectric pow- 
erplant on the Tagus River about 50 
miles southwest of Madrid. The Span- 
ish Government approved the project 
and preliminary construction has begun. 

The powerplant will be near a 55-foot 
diversion dam, from which water will 
be brought to the turbines through an 
11-mile canal. The plant will house four 
20,000-kilowatt generating units. Total 
cost of the project, including both pe- 
seta and dollar costs, will be the equiv- 
alent of $12.7 million. 

The DLF loan will finance the pur- 
chase in the United States of earthmov- 
ing and other construction machinery, 
generators, “and auxiliary’ electrical 
equipment. Four turbines for the pow- 
erplant will be financed by and pur- 
chased from a French source. 

Union Electrica serves seven provinces 
in east-central Spain. From 1945 to 1957 
its power distribution increased by an 
average of 12% percent annually, but 
nevertheless power frequently had to 
be rationed. Because of anticipated pop- 
ulation growth and industrial develop- 
ment, the company estimates that by 
1964, even with additional Castrejon 
plant, peak demands, for power will be 
double its production capacity.

Thermal Powerplant 
Inaugurated in Sicily 


A thermal powerplant has been be- 
gun in Augusta, on the eastern coast of 
Sicily. When completed, the plant’s an- 
nual capacity will be 225,000 kilowatts 
or 1.2 billion kilowatt hours. Sicilian de- 
mand for electric power in 1958 was 1.1 
billion kilowatt hours. The excess elec- 
trical capacity for the present will be 
used to supply power to the Italian 
State Railways in southern contihental 
Italy via a 220-megavolt cable across 
the Messina Straits. 


Cost of the project will be about $32 
million of which one third was obtained 
from a World Bank loan and two thirds 
from private Italian sources. The plant 
consists of 3 turbo generating units, 
each capable of producing 75,000 kilo- 
watts. Much of the heavy power equip- 
ment for the new plant was supplied by 
international subsidiaries of Westing- 
house and General Electric. 


U.A.R. Broadcasting 
Facilities Increase 


A 300-kilowatt mediumwave station 
to relay broadcasts of Radio Cairo and 
the Voice of the Arabs has been opened 
near Mansura, Egypt. Reportedly this is 
the most powerful station in the Middle 
East and should be heard clearly in the 
entire Arab world and most of Africa. 

The United Arab Republic also plans 
to install four 100-kilowatt shortwave 
transmitters as part of a shortwave 
broadcasting center to beam programs 
to the Far East, Europe, Latin America, 
and Arab countries; a 300-kilowatt- 
mediumwave transmitting center near 
Homs, Syria; and a radio studio at 
Damascus. 

In Cairo, construction of a combined 
radio-television center was begun in 
August. This facility will house the 
transmitters, the recording and pro- 
duction studios for both media, and a 
threater which will seat 1,000 people.— 
Electronics Division, Business and De- 
fense Services Administration.

Shoe Output Cited 


Canadian leather footwear produc- 
tion In October 1959 dropped 84,877 
pairs below ‘he number produced in 
September 1959 and 183,597 pairs be- 
low October 1958 output. For the first 
10 months of 1959, however, leather 
footwear production was more than 2 
million pairs greater than for the first 
10 months of 1958. 

Production amounted to 3,901,930 
pairs in October 1959 compared with 
3,986,807 pairs in September 1959 and 
4,085,527 pairs in October 1958. For the 
10 months ended October 31, 1959, 
leather footwear production totaled 38,- 
873,819 pairs, an increase of 2,118,876 
pairs over the 36,754,943 produced in 
the first 10 months of 1958. 

Production of footwear with leather 
soles amounted to 13,407,377 pairs or 
34 percent of the 1959 output and to 
13,261,817 pairs or 36 percent of that 
produced in the 1958 period.

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Foreign Trade in Photographic Products 
Increases in U.'K., Switzerland, Germany 


Foreign trade in photographic prod- 
ucts during the first 9 months of 1959 
increased in the United Kingdom, Switz- 
erland, and the Federal Republic of 
Germany. 

British exports of photographic prod- 
ucts in the first 9 months of 1959 in- 
creased 4.5 percent, while imports 
jumped to 35.3 percent over the like 
1958 period. 

Foreign shipments amounted to £12,- 
048,997 (£1=—US$2.80) in the first three 
quarters of 1959 and £11,527,301 for the 
like period of 1958. Imports totaled 
£9,118,076 compared with £6,740,604 for 
the 1958 period. 

Although X-ray film exports de- 
clined slightly, they still represent Brit- 
ain’s leading photographic-product ex- 
port item. Foreign sales in the first 9 
months of 1958 totaled 21,324,000 square 
feet valued at £2,207,504, and dropped 
to 21,277,000 square feet valued at £2,- 
123,781 for the like period of 1959. 


Sensitized unexposed motion-picture 
film exports amounted to 230,647,000 
linear feet valued at £2,014,239, an in- 
crease of 15 percent in quantity and 
16.3 percent in value over the corre- 
sponding 9 months of 1958. Roll films 
and film packs showed a gain of 22.3 
percent to £1,519,782. Two other im- 
portant export items were photographic 
and motion-picture lenses and other 
photographic appliances, n.e.s., £1,259,- 
742, and cameras including cine, num- 
bering 194,761 valued at £1,038,339. The 
camera figures represent a 27.9 percent 
increase in quantity and 51.9 percent in 
value over the corresponding 9 months 
of 1958. 

The only import’ classification which 
did not record an increase was sensi- 
tized motion-picture film. The largest 
gain was made by the basket classifiica- 
tion “all other photographic and mo- 
tion-picture supplies,” 67.1 percent, 
followed by sensitized plates and film 
(except motion-picture), 66.5 percent, 
and “all other photographic and motion- 
picture instruments and appliances,” 
65.1 percent. 


Swiss Foreign Soles Up 

Foreign sales of Swiss photographic 
products for the first three quarters of 
1959 increased 14.7 percent and imports 
gained 23.8 percent over the corre- 
sponding period of 1958. 

Exports of photographic products for 
the first 9 months of 1959 were valued 
at 35,933,081 francs (43 Swiss francs= 
USS$1), compared with 31,333,261 francs 
for the corresponding period of 1958. 
Imports were valued at 40,723,010 francs 


and 32,905,487 francs for the like period 
of 1959 and 1958. 


Foreign shipments of photographic 
paper imcreased 21 percent, photo- 
graphic apparatus 149 percent, and 
sensitized film and plates 49 percent 
in the first three quarters of 1959, com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
1958. 

Photographic apparatus imports in- 
creased from 11,491,048 francs in the 
first 9 months of 1958 to 15,275,109 
francs for the 1959 period, or 32.9 per- 
cent. Foreign purchases of photographic 
paper increased 26.8 percent and film 
paper 13.6 percent in the same period. 


Germen Imports Jump 


The Federal Republic of Germany’s 
exports of photographic products, in- 
cluding motion-picture equipment and 
apparatus, in the first 9 months of 1959 
increased 13.9 percent, while imports 
during the same period increased 31.4 
percent. 

Exports in the pefiod under discus- 
sion totaled 315,302.000 German marks 
($75,041,876), compared with 276,881,- 
000 marks ($65,897,678) for the like 
period of 1958. Imports amounted to 
53,276,000 marks in the first 9 months 
of 1959 and 40,549,000 marks ($9,650,- 
662) for the corresponding 1958 period. 


Foreign shipments of still cameras 
in the first 9 months of 1959 totaled 
1,514,867 cameras valued at 120,079,000 
marks. (1 German mark =23.8 US. 
cents) and for the corresponding period 
of 1958, 1,335,620 cameras valued at 
108,914,000 marks. Exports to the 
United States continued to improve in 
the first 9 months of 1959°—208,702 
cameras value at 29,410,000 marks, an 
increase of 26.7 percent in number and 
6.4 percent in value compared with 
the 1958 period. Increases were also 
made in shipments to the United King- 
dom, Switzerland, Italy, and Sweden. 

West Germany’s total exports of pho- 
tographic products to the United States 
in the first 9 months of 1959 amounted 
to 52,147,000 marks compared with 43,- 
974,000 marks for the like period of 
1958. In addition to being Germany’s 
principal market for still cameras of all 
types, the United States also takes sub- 
stantial amounts of photo flash equip- 
ment, parts and accessories for photo- 
graphic products, and sensitized pho- 
tographic paper. 

Sensitized, unexposed photographic 
film is the leading import item. Imports 
in the first 9 months of 1959 were 
valued at 31,483,000 marks compared 
with 24,798,000 for the like 1958 period.

Hard Red Winter and Hard Red

Estimated 1959-60 wheat production 
in Australia is between 170 and 175 mil- 
lion bushels, according to that country’s 
Bureau of Census and Statistics. This 
estimate is somewhat higher than 
earlier wheat Board predictions. 

No official estimates are available on 
barley production, but indications are 
that the total will be slightly less than 
the 31.5 million bushels forecast earlier, 
and may not exceed 30 million.—U‘S. 
Embassy, Canberra. 





The 1959 peach crop in Italy exem- 
plifies the expansion in fruit culture 
since the war. The average annual pro- 
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duction of peaches in the 1936-39 pe- 
riod was 230,800 metric tons. Produc- 
tion reached a record of 537,980 tons in 
1958, then increased 52.5 percent in 
1959 to 860,670 tons. This production 
will force a larger portion of the crop 
into processing. Despite large exports 
of fresh peaches, prices to growers were 
in some instances below cost. A new 
record, 1,640,000 tons, is forecast for 
apple production; but pear production, 
estimated at 510,000 tons in 1959, is off 
1.8 percent from 1958.—U.S. Embassy, 
Rome. 





The Turkish fig crop for 1959-60 is 
estimated at 35,000 metric tons, and is 
of very good quality. Exports as whole 
figs are estimated at 17 thousand tons, 
as paste 4,000, and industrial 5,000; do- 
mestic consumption is estimated at 
9,000 tons. The European demand for 
whole figs is reported to be unusually 
strong.—U.S. Embassy, Ankara, 





The Cuban Minister of Commerce 
has established March 1, 1960, as the 
date for enforcement of the prohibition 
on importing rice packed in containers 
weighing less than 100 pounds. 

The prohibition in effect bans im- 
ports of rice in cosumer-sized packages, 
in the expectation that these will now 
be packed in Cuba.—U.S. Embassy, Ha- 
vana. 





Viet-Nam had exported to December 
23, 1959, a total of 219,389 metric tons 
of rice. The Directorate of Foreign 
Trade states that as of the same date 
an additional quantity of 78,347 tons 
had been licensed. Heavy shipments 
during the first part of 1960 are an- 
ticipated.—_U.S. Embassy, Saigon. 





The preliminary forecast of the leaf 
tobacco production of Nigeria in 1960 is 
5,825,000 pounds.

Operating in Trinidad 


Federation Chemicals, Ltd., a new 
Trinidad fertilizer plant, employing ove: 
300 workers and representing an invest. 
ment of more than BWI$20 million, the 
bulk of which has been provided by pri- 







tion (BWI$1=—US$0.59). 

Annual production is expected to be 
95,000 short tons of ammonium sulfate 
and 28,000 tons of urea. The selling 
price is BWI$82 a short ton of ammon- 
ium sulfate and BWI$196 a ton of urea 
for quantities of 5 or more tons. About 
15 percent of the ammonium sulfate 
production will be sold in the home 
market, and the remainder will be ex- 
ported, largely to adjacent areas. Local 
demand for urea is comparatively small. 

Natural gas and sulfate are the basic 
raw materials for the plant. Natural 
gas is piped from fields in southern 
Trinidad, and the local oil refineries wil! 
supply about 20 percent of the 60 tons 
of sulfate required daily. The rest of 
the necessary sulfur will be imported 
from Mexico and the United States. 

Trinidad and Tobago in 1958 imported 
about BWI$1.3 million worth of am- 
monium sulfate. Local production should 
cancel imports. If the production ca- 
pacity is fully utilized, imports of sul- 
fur would probably amount to over 
BWI$2.0 million. The net gain in trade 
would still be substantial. At the level 
of production and prices estimated, to- 
tal income from sales abroad may reach 
BWI$12.0 million, or about 3 percent of 
total exports—-BWI$393 million—of 
Trinidad and Tobago in 1958.—U.S. Con- 
sulate General, Port of Spain.

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Appliance Market in 
South Africa Limited 


The price position of U.S. electrical 
household appliarnices and import quotas 
existing on various consumer goods are 
two serious” drawbacks to expanding 
U.S. exports to the Union of South 
Africa. 

The Union produces annually approxi- 
mately 34,000 nonautomatic washing 
machines, 36,000 electric ranges, and 
10,000 plug-in type, 15-ampere hot- 
plates with ovens. No vacuum cleaners 
or automatic washers are produced in 
the Union. ; 


Annual consumption is estimated at 
47,000 washers, 50,000 electric ranges 
(including 10,000 hotplate and oven com- 
binations), and 14,000 vacuum cleaners 
and floor polishers. 


Approximately 75,000 washers, 250,- 
000 electric ranges (including hotplate 
and oven combinations), and 100,000 
vacuum cleaners and floor polishers are 
in use. About 700,000 homes are 
equipped with electricity. 

An expanding market for electrical 
household appliances will depend upon 
the purchasing power of the native, non- 
European consumer. The South African 
market is exceedingly price conscious. 
Importance of prices cannot be over-. 
emphasized, particularly in the field of 
household appliances, 

Probably the best means of expanding 
the U.S. share of the appliance market 
appears to be either manufacture in a 
third country closer to the Union than 
the United States or extension of pres- 
ent licensing agreements.—Consumer 
Durable Goods Division, Business and 
Defense Services Administration.

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license agreements from Chrysler Corp. 
and Willys Motors, Inc., in Indonesia 
has been announced by the U.S. Devel- 
opment Loan Fund.

The company has been in operation 
since 1952, assembling cars, trucks, 
buses, and jeeps from imported parts. 
The new plant, which will enable the 
company to produce body parts and 
such parts as leaf springs and tail and 
exhaust pipes, eliminating the need to 
import these components, will also pro- 
vide machinery capable of a certain 
amount of outside commercial work. 


The proposal has been engineered in 
detail by the Chrysler and Willys com- 
panies, which will provide technical 
assistance in installation of the equip- 
ment. Willys will in addition provide 
a technical assistance program. 

It is estimated that in the first year 
of operation the new plant will produce 
parts for 1,000 Willys jeeps and 2,000 
Dodge trucks. By 1963, when it will be 
in full production, the plant will pro- 
duce annually parts for 4,000 jeeps and 
4,000 trucks. The project wiil provide 
employment for an additional 500 
workers. 





German Toy Industry 
Has Favorable Year 


The toy industry in West Germany 
had a satisfactory year in 1959, despite 
increased competition from Hong Kong 
and Japan. First estimates indicate that 
the continuing upward trend in domes- 
tic sales offset the decline in exports, 
resulting in a total volume of sales for 
1959 about the same as in 1958. 

Mechanical toys, especially remote- 
controlled motorcars and airplanes, en- 
joyed a particularly good market in 
1959, as did electric trains, high-quality 
dolls, and wooden and plastic toys. 
However, there was no major demand 
in 1959 for military toys. 

The toy industry is looking forward 
with measured optimism to 1960. Nu- 
merous manufacturers report orders on 
hand for the coming year. At present, 
they are concentrating on developing 
items to be exhibited at the Nuremberg 
International Toy Fair to be held March 
3-8, 1960.—Consumer Durable Goods

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French Lumber Group 
Asks New Trade Terms 


U.S. lumber exporters have been ap- 
proached by the Federation Nationale 
des Importateurs, Exportateurs, Nego- 
ciants, Industriels et Commissionnaires 
en Bois Exotiques Coloniaux et Ameri- 
cians regarding a proposed modifica- 
tion in the terms of payment for lum- 
ber exported to France. 

The Federation seeks to reestablish 
the prewar practice of making payment 
against presentation of documents, 
rather than by letters of credit opened 
3 months in advance of shipment, a 
practice originally instituted by Cana- 
dian exporters because of delays in the 
granting of import licenses by the 
French Government. Since December 
31, 1948, imports of lumber from the 
United States have been licensed auto- 
matically, without restrictions or de- 
lay; also exchange has been granted 
automatically. Therefore, the Federa- 
tion feels that shippers should be wilil- 
ing to return to the more liberal terms 
which were formerly the basis for a 
long-standing trade with the United 
States. 

Imports and consumption of lumber 
in Europe have risen rapidly since the 
war, and the substantial economic re- 
covery and industrial expansion in Eu- 
rope suggest that the market for lum- 
ber in that area may continue to 
expand for some time to come. 

France imports significant quantities 
of U.S. lumber, and French importers 
feel that more favorable terms of pay- 
ment will encourage continuance and 
expansion of the trade. 





Footwear Production in 
South Africa Declines 


Leather footwear production in the 
Union of South Africa in the first 8 
months of 1959 totaled 11,387,200 pairs, 
a drop of 346,900 pairs from the 11,- 
734,100 pairs produced in January- 
August 1958. 


Included in the 1959 output, with 
1958 data in parentheses, were 4,009,- 
700 (4,167,700) pairs of men’s and 
youths’ boots and shoes; 5,731,600 (5,- 
863,600) pairs of women’s and maids’ 
shoes; 1,219,300 (1,234,300) pairs of 
children’s shoes; and 426,300 (498,500) 
pairs of infants’ shoes. 


These preliminary figures include ac- 
tual production returns by factories 
responsible for 94 percent of total out- 
put plus estimates for nonreporting 
firms, according to the Leather Re- 
search Institute, Port Elizabeth— 
Leather, Shoes, and Allied Products 
Division, Business and Defense Services

cent of capacity and still expanding 
output. 


Stee! Output, Demand High 

Average weekly production was 441,- 
400 tons which was fully 20 percent 
more than in October last year and 
15,000 tons a week more than in Sep- 
tember. Although some of the industry’s 
customers were still running down in- 
ventories, deliveries to warehousing 
merchants were appreciably higher than 
earlier in the year and 33- percent more 
than in October 1958. The main pressure 
of demand continued to fall on the 
lighter sectors of the industry, with 
shortages developing for products such 
as sheet used by the engineering indus- 
try. 

However, although demand for plate 
remained slack and some_plate manu- 
factures turned to the production of 
billets, so using surplus capacity, in 
most other parts of the industry the 
mills were fairly fully employed. Even 
the makers of heavy sections reported a 
considerable increase in enquiries. With 
coal mining and shipbuilding, both large 
steel-using industries, still depressed 
and not buying steel it appeared prob- 
able that the increased demand for steel 
was fairly widespread throughout the 
rest of British industry. 


Auto Production Sets Record 


Demand for consumer goods continued 
high in October although many com- 
mentators were expecting a slackening. 
The market for consumer durables is 
no longer expanding at the rate 
achieved at the beginning of the boom 
but there has been no evidence of a 
leveling off. The automobile industry 
in October produced an average of 27,- 
589 cars a week, compared with 24,348 
in September, and created a new 
monthly record. By the end of the 
month production in 1959 was already 
10 percent more than in the whole of 
1958. 


Other indications of continuing buoy- 
ant consumer demand were provided 
by the high level of activity in the 
textile trades and further reports of 
prosperity from the electrical appliances 
industry. There have been reports in the 
press, however, suggesting that because 
retailers expect some fall in demand 
in the first months of 1960 and because 
of the time-lag between production and 
the retail sale, some consumer durable 
manufacturers may now be faced with 
a declining flow of orders. 


Continued Rise Is Forecast 

The prospects for industrial produc- 
tion were discussed in the latest 
bulletin of the National Institute of 
Economic and Social Research, issued 
at the end of November. The Institute 
estimated that output should go on 
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rising, though perhaps more slowly and, 
as in previous reViews, advocated an 
expansionist policy. It forecast an end 
to the growth of consumer spending 
and no offsetting capital expansion by 
private industry; exports were expected 
to expand only slowly. There was 
therefore room for more economic activ- 
ity without running into inflationary 
shortages of men or materials. Critics 
of the review were of the opinion that 
it underestimated the strength of total 
demand and they foresaw the economy 
as possibly working at near full capa- 
city by next spring.—U.S. Embassy, 
London.

Eximbank To Grant 
lsraeli Pound Loans 


The Export-Import Bank of Washing- 
ton has announced that it is prepared 
to accept applications for loans in 
Israeli pounds out of the proceeds of 
a commodity sales agreement between 
the United States and Israel which was 
signed on January 7, 1960. Under this 
agreement 20 percent of the sales pro- 
ceeds, or the Israeli pound equivalent 
of about $6 million, will be made avail- 
able for loans by the Export-Import 
Bank to private business under the so- 
called Cooley Amendment, Section 
104(e) of the Agricultural Trade Devel- 
opment and Assistance Act of 1954, 
(P.L. 480). This is the third sales agree- 
ment with Israel under which Israeli 
pounds will become available for Cooley 
Amendment loans. 


The Bank is now prepared to receive 
applications for loans out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sales agreement signed on 
January 7, 1960. Such applications will 
be received either directly at the Ex- 
port-Import Bank or at the American 
Embassy in Tel Aviv. Upon request the 
Bank will provide a detailed statement 
of the information which will be re- 
quired of applicants for loans. 

Proirity will be given to applications 
for assistance in financing the procure- 
ment of fixed assets in Israel, ie. land, 
buildings, and machinery and equipment 
of Israeli origin. Applications for loans 
in Israeli pounds presented prior to May 
31, 1959, and not specifically rejected by 
the Bank will be considered in connec- 
tion with the proceeds of the sales 
agreement of January 7, 1960, or may 
be resubmitted with amendments if the 
applicant so desires. 


The loans will be made and will be 
repayable in Israeli pounds. Interest 
rates will be similar to those charged 
for comparable loans in Israel. The 
maturities will be consistent with the 
purposes of the financing. 


Funds will not be available to the 
Export-Import Bank for the purpose 
of loans in Israel under the commodity 
sales agreement of January 7, 1960, 
until payment is received under trans- 
actions authorized by the sales agree- 
ment. The Bank will not authorize loans 
out of the proceeds of that agreement 
until the Bank is in receipt of such 
funds. 





Indonesia’s 1959 Deli cigar wrapper 
crop is estimated at about 3.7 million 
pounds—the same as in 1958, but 40 
percent below the 6.2 million pounds 
harvested in 1957, the Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service reports. 

Exports of wrapper for January-June

In a series of export control actions, the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, U.S. Department of Commerce, eased export controls over some 
commodities and tightened those over others. 


Controls Eased on Shipments 
To Hong Kong, Macao 


BFC added some 160 commodity en- 
tries to the list of goods which may be 
shipped to Hong Kong and Macao under 
general license GHK, effective Jan- 
uary 21. 


The commodities which now may be 
shipped to Hong Kong and Macao with- 
out applying for individual licenses in- 
clude beet, cane and maple sugar; malt 
sugar and maltose; certain rubber and 
rubber manufactures, such as piece 
goods of synthetic rubber, soles and 
soling, druggists’ and medical rubber 
sundries, farm tractor and implement 
tires, belts and belting, and hose and 
tubing; cotton linters; cotton pulp; 
jute; linen fabrics; and specified petro- 
leum products, such as light aliphatic 
products, petroleum-base concrete sur- 
face curing compounds, dustproofing 
fluids, insecticide sprays, and petroleum 
asphalt products. 

Also added to the GHK list are cer- 
tain abrasives; asbestos and manufac- 


‘tures other than clutch facing and 


brake lining; natural asphalt and bitu- 
men; asphalt or tar composition > roof- 
ing and siding and other asphalt satu- 
rated heavy paper products for con- 
struction; specified carbon or graphite 
products, and many other nonmetallic 
minerals and products. Iron ore; con- 
crete reinforcement bars; rails and 
track accessories; railway car and lo- 
comotive wheels and axles; and cast 
iron pressure pipe, Other .metal manu- 


factures, including certain agricultural | 


and hand tools; certain structural steel, 
prefabricated and knockdown metal 


buildings, and other iron and steel con- ' 


struction materials; certain ferroalloys; 
lead, tin, zinc, antimony, and other non- 
ferrous ores, concentrates, scrap, and 
semifabricated forms. 


Domestic sewing machines; certain 
office machines; specified agricultural 
equipment and tractors; motorcycles; 
certain medicinal preparations and 
chemicals; and commercial fishing 
equipments also are included in the ad- 
ditions to the list. 


At the same time BFC removed poly- 
tetrafluoroethylene (Teflon) tape 
(Schedule B No. 48660) from the GHK 
list, effective January 28, thus requiring 
individual licenses to export this com- 
modity to Hong Kong and Macao as of 
that date. 





Items Removed 
From Positive List 

In another action, BFC deleted bro- 
mine trifluoride (B No. 83440), and air 
conditioning and refrigeration equip- 
ment (B Nos. ‘76465 through 76605) 
from the Positive List of Commodities 
requiring individual export licenses. 

These commodities may now be 
shipped to most countries under general 
license GRO without prior application 
to BFC. Individual export licenses con- 
tinue to be required for shipment to 
Hong Kong, Macao, the European 
Soviet bloc, and the communist-con- 
trolled area of Viet-Nam. 


Chemicals Added to Polish 
GRO Exceptions List 


In a simultaneous action, BFC added 
bromine trifluoride to the Polish GRO 


Exceptions List, effective January 21. 
In addition, effective January 28, bro- 
mine pentafluoride also is added to the 
Polish Exceptions List. Thus these com- 
modities will require individual export 
licenses for shipment to Poland. 


Commodities Added 
To Positive List 


BFC also added specified columbium 
and columbium alloy, magnesium alloy, 
and tantalum and tantalum alloy weld- 
ing rods, wires, and electrodes; includ- 
ing brazing rods (B No. 61944) to the 
Positive List of Commodities requiring 
individual export licenses to all coun- 
tries except Canada. 

Details of these actions are published 
in BFC’s Current Export Bulletin No. 
826, dated January 21, 1960. 





Cuba’s winter vegetable season got 
under way December 16, 1959, with the 
shipment from Havana of 130 bushels 
of cucumbers from the Isle of Pines and 
130 cartons of tomatoes from Havana 
Province by seatrain ferry to the Port 
of Palm Beach, the Foreign Agricul- 
tural Service reports. 


The season has been delayed by 
heavy rains in October and November; 
shipments of both tomatoes and cucum- 
bers are expected to be light until mid- 
January and to reach the season’s peak 
sometime in February. 
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Foreign Excess Items 
Granted U.S. Entry 


Because of a temporary shortage of 
heavy duty trucks in the United States 
which grew out of the steel strike, im- 
port authorizations were granted in De- 
cember for 177 such vehicles classed as 
foreign excess property, the Business 
and Defense Services Administration, 
U.S. Department of Commerce, has re- 
ported. 

Foreign excess property is property 
sold abroad by the U.S. Government, 
and ordinarily is approved for import 
only to ease shortages or otherwise to 
be beneficial to the economy of the 
country.

U.S. And Argentina Sign 
Investment Guaranty Pact 


The United States and Argentina 
have signed an investment guaranty 


agreement. The agreement, signed De- 
cember 22, 1959, must be ratified by 
the Argentine Congress. 


Under terms of the agreement, pzos- 
pective U.S. investors now may apply to 
the U.S. Government through the In- 
vestment Guaranties Division, Interna- 
tional Cooperation Administration, for 
insurance against nonconvertibility into 
dollars of peso earnings and proceeds 
of liquidation. 

New investments in Argentina must 
have the approval of the Argentine Gov- 
ernment—by application to the Office 
of Foreign Investments—which agrees 
that in the unforeseen eventuality of 
the peso nonconvertibility for the pay- 
ment of dollars to the U.S. investor, the 
Government will transfer to the account 
of the U.S. Government the noncon- 
vertible pesos for U.S. Government uses.

U.S. and Uruguay 
Sign P.L. 480 Pact 


Agreement has been reached on a 
supplemental program between the 
Governments of Uruguay and the 
United States under Title I of Public 
Law 480, the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced. The agreement 
provides for financing the sale of feed 
grains, about $6 million, as~ follows: 
Corn, 2.4 million bushels, $3.1 million; 
barley, 1.8 million bushels, $2.1 million; 
and ocean transportation (estimated), 
$.8 million. 

Proceeds from this sale are to be 
used for economic development loans, 
loans by the Export-Import Bank of 
Washington to private US. or Uru- 
guayan business firms, payment of U.S. 
obligations abroad, and various other 
U.S. purposes. 





U.S. exports of crude materials in 
November rose to $232.5 million, from 
$184.7 million in October, the Bureau 
of the Census reports.
